Latest News from the War in Oregon. 
From the Oregon Statesman, Sept. 8. 

A messenger, dispatched by Capt , Nes- 
mith, arrived here }riday might, bringing 
important news from Rogue Riser. Two 
severe engagements have taken place be- 
tween the Indians and the whites, in which 
nino of the latter were killed, and nine 
wounded—some of them dangerously.— 
Among the wounded are General Lane and 
Col Alden, U. S.A Among the hilled, 
we notice the name of Capt Armstrong, of 
Yamhill county. A full account of the 
battles, and the subsequent action of parties 
will be found in the letters Which we pub- 
lish below : 

Mountain Camp, Aug. 25, 1853, 
Gon Palmer, Supemntendent Ipdan Affairs . 

Sir— Yesterday myselfahd the men un- 
der my command had a fight of four hours 
with the Rogue River Indians, in the most 
dense forest in this part of the country — 
Our loss was three killed and four wounded, 
Those dead are Capt Armstrong of your 
county, a Mr and Francis Bradley.— 
Those wounded are Col. Alden, dangerously, 
Charles Abbe, do, and Wm Fisher, badly, 
Thomas Hays, shot through the arm, and 
myself shot through the shoulder There 
were 8 Indians killed and about 20 wound- 
ed 

In the afternoon a proposition came from 
the enemy for a parley, which was granted, 
they being in such a position that they 
could not be dislodged without the loss of a 
great many melt. 

‘To-day we have arranged terms with 
them, and have agreed to meet them at Ta- 
ble Rock, an seven days from to day, to 
make a general freaty, and your presence 1s 
imperatively required as soon as possible 
You must not delay one moment in coming, 
as itis perfectly safe in traveling now, and 
I wish you to bring a sub agent to remain 
here, as the presence of an agent is abso- 
lutely necessary for the maintamance of 
friendly relations with the Indians 

i will remain here until you arrive

Mountain Camp, Aug, 26, 1853 

Epiton StatTesvan—I have to inform 
you of the melancholy news which at this 
time pervades the entire settlements of Rogue 
River, that 1s war with all sts horrors, be- 
tween the whites and the combined Indian 
tribes of Southern Oregon, and Northern 
Califorma. Yuu have, uo doubt, ere this 
been informed of the Indian depredations 
up to tho murder of Dr. Rose and John R 
Hardins Since that time mony of the first 
men of ovr country have fallen either by 
assassination of m open battle. Time and 
opportunity wall not permit me to enter in- 
to detail of the mahy smaller depredations 
comnutted py those savages--gufhice it to 
say that for crafimess and bravery, they are 
equal tothe Florida Indians, and their mode 
of war very similar; using the kanyons in 
the mountains instead of the Florida Ham- 
mocks, 

Sam, the great war chief, with Joe, the 
civil chicf, and Jim, a chief ofsmaller grade, 
took a position five or six miles north of 
Table Rock, m a kanyon of dense brush.— 
Thero they reported that they intended to 
give battle to our forces under tho com- 
mand of Col. John Rose and Capt. Alden, 
of the U.S. A. About the tath August 
the forces proceeded to the Indian camp to 
give them battle, sending an independent 
detachment under Capt. i. Ellef, m their 
rear’to bring on the attack while the main 
forco was to oliatgo them in front.. But 
when they arrived, tho Judums were no | 


where to be found, haying moved theh 
camp boveral days before. fst Liewt. Biy; 
of Capt, Goodail’s company, om Yreka, 
was sent m soach of the Indian camp, and 
the mam forca returned to head quattors on 
Stowarl’s eréeh, for thie purpose of obtmn- 
tug suppltés to pursue the Indians into tho 
mountains, On the moining of the 17th 
Lieut Bly, with 22 men, discovered the 
indian camp, somo 10 miles north ‘of the 
former camp, upon the pght hand creck 
called Evans creek. We ymmediately fell 
back some two or three miles to an open 
panie intersparsed with small washed gul- 
leg and branches of willows and sent two 
men as an express to hcad quarters, re- 
wainteg with 20 men to awat the mrival 
of a sufficient force to attack the Indians, 
the Indians in the mean time, availing them- 
selves of the advantages of the gullies and 
brush, crawled up and commencéd an attack 
nt a distance of a fow ymds, say 20 or 30, 
killing two men at their first firo and cays- 
ing the small force to make a precipitate re- 
treat to a ridge covered with pino trees, a 
distance of 250 yards, when they took a po- 
sition covoed in the rem by elevated 
ground and prairie in front, The Indians 
flanked and‘yery nea if not quate surround- 
ed them. ‘The men were bravo and most 
valiantly sustained their position lor three 
hours and fiften minutes, [when J. D Car- 
ley, of Yreka, arnved with fiye other men, 
in advance of the main force. “Nhe Indiana 
seeing this new arrival, immediately took to 
flight, carrying off 15 horses and mules with 
their caparisons together with blankets and 
camp equipage. ‘The loss on our syle was, 
lulled, J. Shane, P. Keath, Frank Perry, 
A Douglass, A.C. Colburn, and L. Lok- 
urg Wounded,—Ist Lieutenant Ely, shot 
through the wnst, John Albin, James Car- 
rol, and Zebulon Shutz, all shghtly ‘Ihe 
enure forces an the field again returned to 
head quarters on Stewart’s creek to com- 
plete their supplies 

On the morning of the 21st inst, Gen 
Lane arrived at head quarters, and joined 
the army unde: the command of brevet Col 
Alden and Col Rose, and on Mondy main- 
ing by sun-fise, the whole force was en 
route, the battallion under Col Rose, con- 
sisuing of Caps. Miller and Lamrick’s com- 
panies, going down Roguo river and then 
up Evans creek, till they found tho trail of 
Sam and Jo, or until they met with the 
battalion of Col Alden, which marched in 
the direction of the battle ground of Lreut 
Ely ‘The orders were that which ever 
detachment found the main Indian trail, was 
to pursue it, and the other follow on when 
they came up, if they did not meet before 
finding the tral Gen Lane and myself 
joined Col Alden’s command, and late tn 
the evening we found that the trait had ta- 
ken to the mountains, ina north direction 
from Eyans’ creck. Tuesday mgbt we tied 
our animals to brush with grass, and on 
Wednesday morning was in early march on 
the Indtan trail, ascending a high mountain, 
passing along the summit four or five miles, 
we heard the Indiana in a ravine ata dis- 
tance of six hundred yards ahead 

The order was inatamily given to dismount, 
and Col Alden, with Capt. Goodall and 
about thirty of his company, proceeded 
down the Indian trail to attack them in front 
Capt Rhodes, with some fifteen or twenty 
men, Was sent down the ndge to tho left to 
prevent an escape down the kanyon 
few minutes the Indians fired on Col Al- 


den, When within some 30 yards of the the paper 


camp, and the batile commenced, raging 
with much fury Col Alden was badly 
wounded the first fire, also Pleasant Arm- 
strong, of Yambill, was shot through the 
breast, exclanmimg as he fell, “a dead centro 
shot? The battle continued raging with 
great fury, tho yells of the Indians, the 
howlmg of dogs, and the sharp continuous 
crack of the rifles lasted about an hour, 
when our pack train arrived’ and furnishing 
ten more men, Gen Lane, at the head ot 
those ten, followed down the trail to the bat- 
tle ground, and with brave determination 
ordered a charge, leading bimsejf When 
he arrived near the camp he received a 
wound through the right arm The battle 
continued for abont four hdurs, and the In- 
dians called for quarters, ora parley When 
finding that Gen. Lane was there, they 10- 
sisted on his coming inte their camp. Tho 
old hero, although pretty badi¥* wounded, 
and suffering much, smmediately went tuto 
the Indian camp, (or fortification, for st was 
represented to be a stronger placo to charge 
than ‘Chepultepec,’) and bad a talk with 
Sam, Joe, and Jam, An armistice was 
agreed upon for a short time, We buried 
our dead, and im a short time Col. Roje with 
his command arrived, and a general treaty 
was talked of, and an armistice with Joc 
and Sam was agreed upon for seven days, at 
which time they were to meet Gen, Lane, 
and give up their rifles, 

Our loss in battle were threo killed on 
the ground—-Pleasant Armstrong, F Brad- 
ley, one name unknown, Wounded, Col 
Alden, Gen. Lane, —— Hays, and two 
names not hnown, 


The Indians say 12 killed and 20 woun- 
ded—-most al) mortally. Much talk of a 
continuous wa, and many aro anxious for 
peace. If thee is not peace, Rogue river 
wall be the giave and eating place of many 
a brave and good man. ‘The best men gen- 
erally are the first to fall, and tho most 
clamorous for extermination arc not the 
most interested, yet many good men go for 
a war of extermination 

On the 25th, I am informed that the Tn- 
diang attacked Wm Dunn’s honse, in the 
south part of the valley, killed three men, 
wounded two or thige, robbed tho house, and 
burnt the hay and grain. On the aame day 
they attacked a pack train, killed two men, 
wounded lwo, and captured two animals 
and cago, This was on Applegale creek.

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The Sumt of Mount St. Helens. 
From the Oregonian Sept 3 

After four days’ hard traveling we haye 
made forty miles toward Mount St Helens, 
upon a trail, (by some called a “mihtary 
toid,’") which we care not to taavel again. 
"Lins trail was recently cut by a party under 
the command of Capt McClelland, U. S. 
A , who ts engaged in exploring, with the 
view of ascertaimug the practicability of a 
northern route for the Pacific railroad It 
would seem that they had taken extra pains 
to cut and mark their way in tho shape of 
a ram’s horn, for the purpose of crossing 
every fallen tree in sight. 

Upon our arrival at Vancouver, we were 
disappointed in seouring one pack animal 
which bad been promised usthere, but Gov, 
‘Ogden, upon learning 1t, with his usual hb- 
erality, promptly supplied ua with one. Af- 
ter partaking of a substantial dinner with 
the governor, we left for the mountains — 
The first night we slept at the house of a 
settler, some eight malesout Jn the morn- 
ing we found one of our horses had taken 
“French leave” of us during the night, and 
wo dispatched a messenger back to Vancou- 
ver after him, with instructions to pack on 
what we could not take on before, We 
were here joincd by Mr. Hardisty, a gentle- 
man in the employ of the Hudson Buy Com- 
pany, who was anxtous to sce n little moun- 
tain Life, but who became satisfied after 
threo daye’ travel that the reality of a moun- 
tain Journey 19 not as pleasant as tt 13 “crack+ 
ed up to bo? Two other gentlemen from 
Vancouver came on and overtook us last 
night at our encampment, and after enjoy- 
ing the felicity of slecping, or rather lying 
upon a blanket on the prame, for one long 
Tamy night, without the least shelter, they 
(with Mr. H.) concluded to return We 
could not urge them to go on, as the rain 
was pouring down, and we had gained the 
not very flattering mtelligence from a party 
of Indians here, that we were yet four days’ 
travel from the mouhtatn, and that the road 
was much worse than any we had travelled. 
But we—the original party—set out for St. 
Helens, and wo are determined to go there! 
We hardly think it possible that the road 
ahead 18 ‘much worse than any we have 
travelled,’ for the roughness of some portions 
of n baffles description. We have gone up 
chasms.seveial hundred feet tn height that 
Would puzzle a goat to chmb. Thus far, 
however, we have had to stop and unload 
only two of our pack horses, who have fal- 
lon with their burdons (only ona bundred 
and fiy pounds cach) in consequence of the 
Toughness of the road. Being mounted on 
animals accustomed to mountain travel, we 
feol tolorably safo in riding where a pedes- 
trian Would hardly venture, 


Ag yel'we have seen but little good Ishd 
~the country generally is not only rough 
but poor , and'a large part of the turibet has 
becn dostroyed by firé Game 3s undoubt- 
edly abundant e have witnessed numer- 
ous aigns of bear, deer, elk,: and panthers , 
although, thus far, we have séen no game 
larger than grouse, partridges; &c. Last |

On the morning of the 18th, we loft our | 
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AvucusT 23, 1853 

We left our encampment on Grouse Prai- 
rie this morning at an carly hour, After 
about «x hours? trayel over a mountainous 
country we descended the range of moun- 
tains dividing the two branches of what ts 
called Lewis riyer The descent was pre- 
cipitous and dangerous. At this point the 
exploring expedition lost several of their 
animals, as we afterwards Icarned Upon 
reaching the foot of this mountain we found 
a large river running fiom the north-west 
Lhis river ts unusually rapid, and bounded 
on either side by high mountains, with an 
occasional spur extending to the margin of 
the river, which made it necessary tor us 
to crose and recross the river very often. 

Towards evening we came to an old vol- 
canie region of some three miles m extent, 
over which we were compelled to travel 
The whole surface was of Java rock, with 
large fissures of considerable depth We 
noticed several craters—some of them ap- 
peared hke walled wells commg out of a 
cone-shapeu protuberance from four to twen- 
ty feet high. _'i his volcamic region appears 
not to have been disturbed by on eruption 
for a much longer time than any other we 
hayo seen. Large trees are growing among 
the lava rocks, which ts not the case at Mt. 
St. Helens, 


Soon after leaving this region wo cpcoun- 
tered another river which has its source in 
a northerly direction, and emptying into the 
one we had been ascending for some fifteen 
o eighteen miles At this point St Bel- 
cns appeared much nearer than before, and 
as we bad been informed that the “ milita- 
ry trail”? led to the base of that mountain, 
wo were induced to continue upon tt, which 
led up the western branch. This day we 
bad been m the saddle continuously over 
eleven hours, and finding no grass, were 
compelled by the darkness of the mght to 
camp and tic up our horses without food 

Tho next morning we atarted at an early 
hour, and continued following tho military 
trail, which crossed the river several Umes, 
as before, to avoid the spurs of the moun- 
tains. At about twelve o'clock the trail 
Ich the river rn an easte, ly dnéction, which 
goon brought us to the top of the mam Cas- 
cade range, apparently nearer Mt Ramer 
than St Helens , and roticating from, tath- 
pr than approaching, the latter. We there- 
fore retraced our sleps, dnd came back to 
the point where we had been two days bo- 
fore--at the forks of the river. Here we 
left the tral and ascended a high mountain 
on the north side of the river, which cna- 
bled us to get some idea of tho lay of the 
country between us and St. Helens, then 
appearing to be about eight miles off. 

Our progress through the dense forest 
tvas necessarily slow and tedivus. At one 
point, one of our pack horses rolled down 
a stoep precipice for several rods, where it 
would seem imposstblo for an animal, n do- 
iog B0, to encapo instant death But upon 
| releasing him ftom his burden, and assisting 
him to nsc, we found that he was not gens 
outly huit—our camp and cooking utenale 
appeared to suffer more injury than tho 
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encampment in a drenching rain, being com- | horses was found impracticable, 
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Upon 
looking around we fortunately found a small 
atch of piass, and camped. Tho next 
morning at break of day, Messrs Wilson 
Smith, Drew and ourself, took three days 
rahons, together with such things as were 
deemed necessary to gid ‘us in the ascent, 
and left camp for the sumunt, distant about 
four miles in an air line. We found the 
route a continual steep ascent, with the exa 
ception of an occasional descent over a pree 
eipitant ledge of rocks. About two nules 
from our camp we descended a high ledge 
to the bed of a small stream, which we fol- 
lowed until we struck the Java at the fool 
of the bare: mountain — where vegetaiion 
ceases to make its app@irance. The por- 
Jon of this stream which we traveled has 
a fall of at least one thousand feet to the 
mile, and a much greater one higher up 

The appearance of the mountain upon a 
nearer approach 13 sublimely grand, and 
unpossible todescribé. The blackened piles 
of lava which were thrown into ridges hun- 
areds'of feet high in every imaginary shape, 
with an oceasional high cliff of primitive 
formation, seeming to hft sts head above and 
struggle to be released from its compressed 
position, impress the mind of the beholder 
with the power of Omntpotence, and the 10- 
significance of human power when compared 
with that of nature’s God, “Above all 
stands a tower of eternal rock and snow, ap 
parently s(retching sts high head far above 
the clouds and looking down with disdain 
upon all beneath ‘Ihe glaring sunbeams 
upoñ the “snows of a thousand winters” 
serve by contrast to make the immense 
piles of Java appear blacker than they oth- 
erwise would. 

We commenced the ascent at onco on the 
south side by climbing up the cliffs of lava 
towards a small cluster of spruce trees which 
stand a short distance from the line of per- 
petual snow After several hours’ hard 
toil we reached this point, and finding a few 
sticks of dry wood, kindled a fire and mado 
our camp for the mght. We here supphed 
ourselves with water by melung snow. 

We found the night cold and extremely 
uncomfortable—our party did not find much 
repose, and as the eastern sky commenced 
to show the approach of day, we lefl the 
camp and pursued our way upward The 
higher we ascended, the more difficult our 
progress Suffice ıt to say, that by con- 
stant and persevering effort, we were ena- 
bled to reach the Lighest pmmacle of the 
mountain soon after meridian Ihe atmos~ 
phero produced a singular effect upon all 
the party, each face loohed pale and sallow, 
aud all complamed of a strange ringing an 
the cars It appeared as if there were 
hundreds of fine toned bells jinglirg all 
around uz Blood started from our nose, 
aud all of us found respiration difficult.— 
Wath this exception, we all felt well It 
would be futile to attempt to give our read- 
ers a correct idea of the appearance of the 
vast extent of country visible from the top 
of this mountain The occan, distant over 
one hundred miles, was plainly seen. The 
whole Coast and Cascade ranges of moun- 
tcms could be plamly traced with the na- 
ked eye. ‘he snow covered peaks of Mts. 
Hood, Ramer and two others seemed close 
by These form a sort of amphitheatre on 
; large scale, diversified with hills and val- 
ejs. 

‘The crater has been represented to be on 
the south-west side of the mountain, which 
is not the case We took the bearing from 
the top with a compass, and found at to be 
on the north-east side The smoke was 
continually issuing frem tts mouth, giving 
unmistakable evidence that the fire was not 
extinguished, There 1s much more snow 
on the north than on the south side, on the 
latter itig bare in spote, while on the former 
it ts hundreds of feet deep We examined 
fissures in the snow several rods across, 
which extended a great length along the 
side of the mountain, and on throwing a 
stone down head it striko a long distance 
from us 

After spending suficient time to see 
what was to bo scen, and building a pyra- 
mid of loose stones on the highest spot of 
level carth and ashes, we commenced our 
descent, and reached our camp at 4 o’clock 
in the afternoon, tuned and won ont in 
body and boots At dark we reached the 
lanber, and camped for the night The 
next moming we left our encampment on 
the mountain for home, which we reached 
in four days 

We have only to add that wo aro fully 
salished with ou trip, and are willing here 
alter tolet others caplore mountains , while 
we will devote our tuicto matteig requuing 
lese labor, and fraught with move of the 
comforts of life than we havo experienced 
in this tup to the top of Mount St. Helens.

On the second day, fuithe: progress with’ scure of'lach of constitutional powers, 
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Anticipated Trouble Between Austria and 
Ate 2 : the United States, 
From the London Times, July 20, 

It is one of the unfortunate results of the 
Present condition of the Ottoman empire 
that the authority of its officers is hardly 
sufficient to command respect in its ‘own 
ports, and that the laws of the country and 
the laws of nations are violated with impu- 
nity under the very eyes of the Sultan’s re- 
presentatives. The occurrences which took 
place at Smyrna, on the 22d of June, are a 
striking illustration of this extrdordinary and 
Jangerdus state of things. ‘She Jaw was 
successively bioken by every party in this 
transaction ; and Ah Pasha, the governor of 
the city, waa not only incapable of pitting 
any effectnal restiaynt upon the foreigners in 
Smyrna harbor, but had, in the end, to suf- 
fer for the outrages they had committed — 
The facts were bnefly alluded to by Lord 
John Russell, pn Monday evening, in the 
House of Commons , and we recollect, from 
the different accounts we have received, 
that they occurred m the following manner , 
Martin Kossta was one of the Hungarian 
fugitives who escaped wath Kossuth after the 
capitulation of Villagos, and,took refuge 
within the Turkish frontier. Tho Porte 
refused to’ surrender these refugees to the 
demands of Austiia; but detatned them at 
Kiutayah till the following year, when, by 
putung a somewhat liberal construction on 
her treaties with the Court of Vienna, she 
allowed them fo proceed to the United 
States, upon their promise not to return to 
the 'Turkish domimons ‘That engagement 
— if such there really was— was broken by 
Kossta, who found means to get back to 
Smyrna, but, as the Turkish government 
does not exercise any vigilant control over 
the numerous foreigners who frequent that 
port, he had remained there unheeded by 
their authoities The Austrian Consul, M, 
de Weckbecker, was more on the alert, and 
on the 22d of June he called on the gov- 
ernor, Alt Pasha, and iiformed him that 
Kossta was in the place Ali Pasha replied 
that he should send for him and desire him 
to leave the country , there was, therefore, 
no refusal on the pat of the Turkish au- 
thority to comply with the demand of the 
Austrian Consul as far as it was just. At 
the very same time, however, the Austrian 
Consul, and the officer commanding the 
Austrian brig of war Ussaro, had resolved, 
m the most scandalous and unjustifiable 
manner, to take the liw intoetheir own 
hands, and kidnap Kossta by main force.— 
He was accordingly attacked ina coffee- 
house by a party of armed boatmen, and, 
after a vigorous defence, Kossta was seized 
and carried on board the brig This occur- 
rence naturally created a great sensation in 
the town, but the ‘Turkish governor does 
not seem to have interposed, as he ovght 
to have done, to obtain immedtato redress 
for such an outrage on the sovereignty of 
the Porte. The American Consul, and the 
commander of the American corvette-of-wat 
Saint Louis, which happened to enter the 
harbor, exerted themselves, however, an fa- 
vor of the prisoner, and endeavored to ob- 
tain his release, on the ground of lis having 
an American passport. The fact, however, 
was not proved, and at as clear (nal, beyond ' 
the clams of humanity, the Americans had! 
no more legal right to interfere m the mat.! 
ter than the Austrians had to carry the man 
off. But the violent antipathy which bas 
for some time past been smouldering be-| 
tween Austria and the United States easily 
breahs out, and this transaction 1s of some 
interest, as it exhibits the increasing readi- 
ness of the Americans to espouse with ardor 
this or that party im the political differences 
of the Old World. 

The next day three officers of the Aus- 
trian brig came on shore, and procecded to 
a large coffee-house on the Enghsh quay.— 
They were soon attacked with great fury by 
about fifteen foreigners, mostly Italian refu- 
gees, and one of the officers, a Baron Von 
Hackleberg, having been stabbed in the, 
scufte with a Porna, flung lumself into thej 
sea and was drowned The consequences 
of lhis murderous onslaught might have been! 
sbil more fatal, but, fortunately for the 
Anstrian officers, and to the honor of our 
countrymen, two English merchants were 
in the coffee house at the time, who man- 
fully assisted «in therr defence with the 
chairs and tables to be found in the room. 
The Turkish governor, who had neither pre- 
vented the return of Kossta nor his seizure 
by tho Austrian boat’s crew, was equally 
unable fo pumsh this crime; and thes? 
three infractions of the law were soon fol- 
lowed by a fourth The American captam 
of the corvette St Lours reéolvel, without 
more ado, to demanil the surrender of Koss- 
ta from the Austrian brig He gave tho 
Austrians four hours to make up their 
minds, and in the meanwhile laid his vessel

Nevertheless, the coercion applied by ‘the 
eaptain of the St Louis to the captain of 
Ussaro was,of the most duect kind, and will 
probably be regarded by the court of Vien- 
na as an act of hostility, for which they are 
entitltd to demand reparation from Presi- 
dent Pierce. Yn the present state of feel- 
ing in tho United States towards Europe 
generally, and Austria in particular, it 19 
certain that no such reparation will be’gyv- 
en, and it is perhaps likely that the con- 
duct of the officers of the St. Louis was dic- 
tated quite as much by the desire to make 
political capital for their own government, 
as by professional ardor, or party predilec:

“The Commodoro gives not the ehghtest 
intimation that Munster Marshall had, up 
to that ume, interfered in the Chinese dis- 
turbance. On the requisition of Mr. Mar- 
shall, the steamer Susquehanna had gone to 
Shanghae, an event which had caused the 
Commodore no little embarrassment, as 
that vessel was designed for the flag-ship of 
the squadron 

Commodore Perry proposed to sail for 
Shanghae in a day or two, and would go 
thence direct to Japan. He does not ex- 
pect to accomplish anything definite on the 
firat trip to Japan, but will embrace the op- 
portumty to make such demonstrations and 
obseryations as wall enable him to get an 
idea of the disposition and feelings of the 
Japanese with reference to the objects of 
his mission, respecting which nothing 1s 
known in China. In the meantime, the 
stars and stripes wall be usefully employed 
in explorations and surveys, with a view to 
the establishment of depots and ports of ro- 
freshments for steamers and other vessels 
running between Califorma and China — 
The squadron wi} probably return to Ma- 
cao, from the first visit to Japan, about Oc- 
tober, and will repeat the vistt next year

AUSTRIA. 

The Times correspondent, writing from 
Smyrna, July 17th, states that the unheard 
of conduct of the commander of the United 
States corvette St. Lous almost exclusively 
occupied public atfention, and J. P Brown’s 
share m it was seyerely reprobated ‘The 
t Oest Correspondence, semi-official, says 
the brutal behavior of the American com- 
mander excited mdescribable indignation in 
the minds of all tho consuls and the well 
disposed population of Smyrna. The Or- 
gan praises the prudent, determined, and 
courageous behavior of the Austrian Consul 
and commanders, and aaya the Austrian bri 
Artemesiais continually hovering aod 
the American sloop Further, the oficial 
report adds, the Austrian war steamer Cas- 
tozza was expected at Smyrna on the 6th 
If Baron Brack understands the real mter- 
est of Austria he would give positive in- 
structions to the Castozza to avoid all and 
every collision with the Americana, it being 
pretty evident that John P. Brown end
